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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's claims 25-32 are allowable for the reasons set forth on pages 3-5 of the 

decision of the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, which is hereby incorporated by 
reference. As noted therein, as argued on pages 6-7 of Appellant's brief, the claimed invention 
requires the recess located in at least one major surface of the semiconductor substrate, an 
electrical insulating layer located over the at least one major surface and in the recess, a 
conductive barrier located over the insulating layer in the recess and over the at least one major 
surface, a plating seed layer located over the conductive barrier within the recess only, and a 
conductive metal in the recess only, whereas the closest prior art does not teach or suggest the 
claimed invention.
